I way traffic

The Antioch Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry recommended a one-way traffic 
proposal as an effort to solve the ''serious 
traffic and -parking problem in Antioch" 
during the second public hearing concerning 
forming a special taxing district for down- 
town improvements. 

The Chamber also recommended that- 
proposed special taxing districts number one 
and two be consolidated into one-district and 
"acted on as one project to best handle the 
future needs of the village." 

In a letter to Mayor Michael J. Haley, 
Chamber President William C. Bishoff wrote 
that the best method of resolving some or all 
of the business district's problems would be a 
one-way traffic pattern as. proposed in plan 
number three, withholding the proposed 
Depot St. extension. 

THE TRAFFIC PATTERN was one of 
three plans presented at the first public 
hearing by village officials and traffic safety 
'engineers Oct. 2d. , s ■! \ V 

The Q. Chamber recommended .; the : con- 
solida t tpn "due.lo the rela tedprbblem s of the 
special taxing districts," Bishoff wrote. 

"We recognize that none of the three fun-, 
ding proposals submitted to date appear to 
satisfy everyone," he continued. 

"ON THE OTHER hand, this project is so 
urgently needed that we feel compelled to en- 



courage our village board to proceed with it 
by utilizing the best funding vehicle finally 
available to resolve the problem. 

"Based on the letter and communications 
from members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce," the village board is going to 
examine the possibility of combining the 
special taxing districts and the technical, 
problems involved, the mayor said. 

"At this point, nothing has been changed," 
he told the approximately 80 people who at- 
tended the Nov. 26 hearing. 

After announcing his intention to continue 
the hearing Jan. 28, he entertained questions 
from the public. 

Eileen Lewin, a resident and merchant on 
Hillside St., asked whether it was feasible to 
have all residents pay for the improvements. 

"NOT WITHOUT a referenduni," Haley 
replied. 

* Antioch resident Richard J. Koenig, also of 
Hillside St., said the proposal "should come 
to a referendum.'*, ,i- •.-*■.■. 

;- Th^puMfc. supports the village through 
inbtoTvehicie sales tax revenue and An-, 
tioch' is one of the "heal thiestvilJages in the 
area*" he said. 

If the public does not show its support 
through passing the referendum, the project 
should be dropped, he said. That statement 
was met with applause from the audience. .
